A review will be made of the 
responsibility factor, as well as 
the number of vacation days to be 
granted which fall with the ten 
and one-half months work year, 
with a subsequent recom¬ 
mendation forwarded to the 
Board of Education prior to June 
30, 1970. Any additional 

assignment, such as admin¬ 
istering summer school, 
curricular program planning, 
directing a district workshop or 
similar responsibility, may 
necessitate extending the above 
stated work year, but the 
employee shall be compensated at 
his per diem rate in accordance 
with Education Code 13520. 
Intermediate and High School 
principals will continue to be 
employed on a twelve months 
basis.

Dr. Sydney Adler, an 
authority on neurologically 
handicapped children, spoke 
at the last meeting of the 
SoKoptomist’s Club of Yorba 
Linda Wednesday, May 13. 

The meeting was held 
Wednesday afternoon at 
Rembrandt’s Restaurant on 
Yorba Linda Blvd. 

Dr. Adler pointed out that 
these neurologically 
handicapped children were 
not actually mentally 
retarded, but that one or 
more of their senses had 
been malfunctioning or non¬ 
existent due to something 
which takes place before 
birth. 

Their motivation to learn 
is then slowed down and as 
teachers and peers push 


them to do what they can’t, 
their self-confidence is 
broken down and many 
times they become problem 
children. They are often 
incorrectly diagnosed to be 
hyperactive children. 

However, if these children 
are given proper 
professional help, through 
medication and re¬ 
motivation, they can 
return to the classroom as 
normally functioning child¬ 
ren. 

The Soroptomist Club of 
Yorba Linda was just 
recently chartered and has 
since done service for the 
Yorba Linda community.
